Let us, therefore, maintain the high place that we row bold in 
the markets of the Empire, and of the world, This may be done 
by continuing to grow Wheats of the highest quality, As we 
have seen most of these are Bald or Beardless I do not menn to 
say that we must grow only Bald Wheuats, and lose sight of the 
other influencing factors. If a really good Bearded variety
